Emmett Jefferson's civil rights 
by depriving him of his life and 
liberty without due process of 
llaw, 
The officer admitted the 
| shooting, but said he fired when 
Jefferson came at him with an 
object in his hand which he 
thought was a weapon. 

The killing occurred last 
Christmas Day after Jefferson 
drove rapidly past a police road 
block set up to stop him. Offi- 
cers said Jefferson was speed- 
ing recklessly over roads in the 
area. 

The jury asked Judge George 
Whitehurst if a policeman could 
be found guilty of a civil rights 
violation because he used poor 
judgment in making an arrest. 

“No,” replied the judge. “It 
will have to appear from the evi- 
|dence and the jury will have to! 
|find beyond a reasonable doubt} 
| that he had a definite, conscious} 
intent to deprive the prisoner of

Predators Disturb the Life of the Pool 
As Cohos Learn the Lesson of Survival 


By DR. CLIFFORD CARL, Director, Provincial Museum 


Yyane mists still hung inthe cool 
morning air close to the water and 
drooping branches along the bank dripped 
moisture onto the river's surface, an otter 
swam lithely downstream, its sleek head 
producing a series of 
ripples each time it 
emerged. Kisutch and 
the other young cohoes 
holding positions in the 
slowly - moving current 
near the bank sensed 
the approach of the 
mammal before it: came 
within sight; while it 
was yet some distance 
upstream vibrations 
born of its swimming 
movements came to the fishes’ lateral-

TH rumbles of the two big explosions

35,000 Red Army troops—telling of atro- 
cities and retaliations. 

Bodies of demonstrators had been tied 
to tanks as a warning to the populace. 
A policewoman who shot two children 
was trampled to death by a crowd. The 
ranks of the “people’s police,” who had 
proved so unreliable during the rioting 
that Russian plans to incorporate them 
in an East Germany army were dropped, 
were being purged by. executions, im- 
prisonment and demotions, The list of 
-cities affected grew, and so did the toll 
of victims. “ns 


VICTORY OF SORTS 


But it began to. appear that without 
arms, and under the gun muzzles of their 


| oppressors, the East German people had 


scored a victory of sorts. The Kremlin 
was forced to recognize the basic fact 
that Germans would not tolerate under 
a foreign master the “guns for butter” 
policy they had embraced. under their 
fuehrer. 

The East German administration 
under Premier Otto Grotewohl, with So- 


viet sanction, hurriedly promulgated of.

Heavy industry appropriations are to 
be slashed by nearly 50 per cent and 
the money devoted instead to workers’ 
housing, and health and welfare plans.

Old-age 
pensions and sick benefits will be in- 
creased. Work quotas will be abolished, 
with increased wages for voluntary in- 
creases in output. : 

Such steps under a Communist re- 
gime are as revolutionary as the uprising 
that brought thousands of citizens into 
the streets to demonstrate against the 
government. Whether they will be fully 
carried out, or quietly amended when 
the immediate unrest has died down, is 
another question. 

it may be some time before the full 
story of the East German Insurrection 
is known, but enough has been revealed 
to Indicate that the current Moscow “soft 
approach” is being applied there as well 
as. in other international contacts. Ap- 
parently Russia must gamble an imme- 
diate de-communization of East Germany 
in a bid for the eventual unification and 
sovietization of the whole Reich. 

On the far side of the globe another 
gamble was being taken.

Rather than sign the truce as it 
stands, Rhee declared it would be “best 
for the U.S. to let the Koreans try to 
save themselves. . . . The Koreans be- 
lieve they can win the war if they are 
given the weapons and ammunition and 
if not, the Koreans want to try any- 
way.” 

These were brave words from a pa- 
triot of nearly 80 years of age, but they 
signified a willingness to betray his 
friends for the sake of the grand gesture. * 

South Korea has been saved from 
communism at, heavy cost. A valuable 
United Nations precedent has been es- 
tablished. ‘Communist imperialism has 
been halted in its tracks. Yet Rhee 
would throw away these assets in a 
gamble for greater gains through force 
—the winning of North Korea from 
communism. * 

It has been wisely pointed out that 


~ even if this were done with United Na- 


tions aid, the prospects of a successful 
future for the now divided country 
would be meagre.-Apart from the likeli- 
hood of communist retaliation from 
outside, the chances of a single govern- 
ment being able to operate in the hostile 
atmosphere of a sharply-split population 
would be'-very~ poor.

~ Brought. 


AS THESE words are written, the Korean 
pot is boiling hard, and the highest 
American policy-makers frankly confess- they 
have no idea what the final results will be. 
It is time to note, however, that the’ results 
may be vastly more sérious than most 
people imagine. : 
The present position is curious. Assistant 
Secretary of State Walier Robertson, an able 
and courtly Virginian,’ is 
in Seoul to persuade Pres- 
ident Syngman Rhee to co- 
operate in i.the Korean 
truce; Robertson has a per- 
sonal letter from President 
Eisenhower to President 
Rhee, and other less pub- 
licized means of persua- 
sion. 
But the fact remains that 
Syngman Rhee fell into 
the hands of the Japanese 
when he was a much younger and more mal- 
leable mai, and they could not persuade him 
with bamboo rods to break his knuckles. 
The State Department and White House are 
maintaining a facade of confidence that 
Robertson will somehow succeed where the 
Japanese failed. It will be a considerable 
diplomatic feat if he does. 

«For one thing, Rhee has more power at 
his disposal on the spot than do Robertson 
and Gen, Mark Clark. London has been 
rather pointedly reminding Washington of 
the Egyptian ‘crisis in wartime, when Sir 
Miles Lampson made ex-King Farouk see the 
light by surrounding his palace with tanks,

But Rhee is no Farouk, and the com-.

Furthermore, the chief lever that Robert- 
son and Gen. Clark are assumed to have— 
the threat to cut off the supplies of the 
South Korean forces—is not quite se strong 
as it looks, The Korean government has been 
permitted, under normal military procedures, 
to accumulate no less than 45 days of supply 
for the ROKs. A month and a half is ample 
time for the Rhee strategy, of fighting on 
against the Communists until our own forces 
are again embroiled, 

The other half of Walter Robertson's 
problem is Syngman Rhee's _ personality. 
Rhee is brave, obdurate and very aged. A 
man nearly 80 who has long been nursing 
a fixed idea is not very easy to persuade. And 
in Rhee's case, the idea behind his present 
behavior has been firmly fixed in his mind 
for a very long time. 

In the autumn of 1950, when victory in 
Korea seemed to be in sight, one of these 
reporters spent a couple of hours with the 
eld man. Even then, when the prospect of 
victory made the theme rather pointless, . 
Rhee kept harping on the terrible mistake 
made by President Benes of Czechoslovakia. 
If Benes had only defied Chamberiain. at 
Munich, he kept saying, if Benes had only 
fought Hitler at that time and alone, ‘then 
the British and French would have been 
forced to join the war in 
theend and Czechoslovakia 
would: then have survived. 

The outiook,, if Robert- 
son fails, is both dark and 
chaotic; for no truce is 
possible without Rhee's co- 
operation, and any attempt 
by ‘Rhee to fight on alone 
will inevitably Jead to a 
major - disaster in. Asia: 

Even if this kind of divis- 
ive and destructive devel- 
opment can be avoided, 
the squeak has been too narrow. We should 
at least learn the lesson that people may 
‘mean-what they-say, even when we do not 
think they make sense. 


Annual Rhodes Pilgri 


OXFORD. (AP)—This university city will 
see the sentimental pilgrimage next week to 
honor a man who even in the 20th century 
wasn't reconciled to having the American col- 
onies. break away from England. 

He was Cecil Rhodes, born July 5, 1853. He 
gave his name to the Rhodes scholarships just 
50 years ago. 

Lawyers, businessmen, educationists and 
politicians from British Commonwealth coun- 
tries and the United States who once studied 
here will reunite to pay their respects to the 
empire builder who set up a trust fund to try: 
to weld together outstanding ‘scholars of the 
English-speaking nations, 

In the 50 years some 2,500 students have 
taken Oxford degrees under the Rhodes trust. 

Rhodes, a hard-headed colonist | who 
amassed a fortune in South African gold and 
diamond mines, hoped to broaden youngsters 
from the dominions and help young Americans 
under the mother country.

Growing about 
. two feet high the 
plant has a num- 
ber of peculiar) 
features. Tear) 
a leaf or ever so) 
slightly prick the 
stem and a thick 
white milk im-| 
mediately exudes from the) 
wound. This feature protects) 
the ‘sweet-nectared f{ lowers) 
from being robbed by sharp-| 
clawed beetles which are not} 
jable’ to carry out successful) 
| pollenization of the flowers as| 
do the -heavy, flying  ihsects.| 
However, a type of caterpillar 
that feeds on the plant can cut 
it to shreds without any trace 
of milk showing. In spring, the! 
tender young shoots may be 
eaten like asparagus. 

The coarse, knobby clusters 
of purplish buds and flowers 
are seer in early summer and 
are exceedingly sweet with nec- 
far. It is said that the Indians 
enjoyed licking the sweet dew 
off the flowers.

The silvery 
down was in great demand 
during the last war for it is five 
or six times as buoyant as cork 
and, although warmer ‘than 
wool, weighs only one-sixth as 
much.

Above all, in making our ap- 
proach, we must not patronize 
or mock the mind and heart of 
children who still are- able to 
gee beyond earth-bound realities. 
There must be no tongue-in- 
cheek. Barrie was never more 
serious than when he wrote 


“Peter Pan.” 


Any sign of pretense would) 
destroy its charm for elders as) 
well as be a fatal mistake in) 
the appeal to children. | 

This doesn't mean a lack of 
humor—of making and having 
fun in the fabulous adventure.| 
It is filled with laughter as with} 
spectacular .excitements and) 
with suspense and no little tear- 
touching pathos. But all gen- 
uine and heart-felt. And always! 
exhilarating. | 


|BARRIE NERVOUS 


Our research informed us how) 
fearful Barrie was at the histor- 
ical opening of his show at the 
Duke of York that the tough 
tgallery gods of. the 
Theatres would derisively how! 

down such a delicately balanced 

fairytale and kill it before it 
was even well launched. Instead, 
to Barrie’s amazement and re- 
lief, these “tough” customers 
were the first fo shout their be- 
lief in fairies when—the now 
traditional stage question was 
put to them 

We also knew. that, signifi 
cantly, the London first night 
|audience was all adult. _Chil- 
dren were not-brought to the 
play until days after the smart 
tand sophisticated first-nighters 
and the astonished critics had 
cheered “Peter Pan” on its way 
to theatrical immortality. 

Then the youngsters claimed 
equal rights to its acknowledged 
delights. And they continued to 
claim them ever since 

Barrie's play notations and 
stage directions, penciled in 
during rehearsals for both the 
London and New York perform 
ances, were helpful to us. These 
concepts of characters, as he 
saw them, and their reaction to 
magical events and strong cir- 
cumstances, in fear and anger 
and wonder and laughter—these 
gave us more insight into what 
he had in mind and wanted to 
achieve in his play than-the 
actual dialogue and scene 
description. 

MUCH LEEWAY 

We feit we had considerable 
leeway. with the characters. 

From the first stage perform- 
ance, the characters were in- 
terpreted by living players, in 
accordance with Barrie's prefer- 
ence, Charles Frohman’s enthu- 
siastic showmanship and Bou- 
cicault’s fine producership. They 
were, in the theatre as they are 
in Barrie's script, spiritual tden- 
tities rather than physical types. 

We had therefore, to create 
our own concept of how they 
looked and talked and gestured 
as we translated them into ani- 
mated cartoon, personalties 
Peter and Wendy, John and Mi- 
chael and the Twins, their par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Darling, and 
the nurse-dog Nana, the Lost 
Boys and. those forthright vil- 
lains, Captain Hook, Smee and 
their fellow pirates. 

For the first time in the long 
history of the play, we have cast 
a boy—or at least his voice— 


~|for the part of Peter. He is Bob- 


by Driscoll, and his masculine 
personality and delivery will! 
come through the cartoon 
character. 

Heretofore the role has al- 
ways been a feminine masquer- 
ade, from the brilliant and un- 
forgettable impersonation by 
Maude Adams, down to the re- 
cent performance by the also 
brilliant Jean Arthur.

Many a good official, they say, has been 
forced to retire when actually he could have given many 
more years of useful service.

The old saying ... “It is more 

to give than to’receive,” 

might easily be the motto of a 

group of Victoria women who 

gather in each other's homes 

once a week for ten months of 
the year. 

At these gatherings they en- 
joy good friendship, good con- 
versation arid a good cup of tea, 
but that isn't all’. . . while they 
talk they knit. And the finished 
articles they knit are given to 
small boys: and girls from 
broken homes . . . to unwanted 
babies . . . and other children in 
care of the Family and Child- 
ren's Service, formerly known 
ag the Children's Aid Society. 

The group is named the Lam- 
beth Circle, And it was formed 
in the first days of the last war. 
At that time these Victoria 
women worked with the Bundles 
for ‘Britain Association. 

“We sorted, patched, sewed 
and made over,” the president, 
Mrs. J. N. Anderson, explains, 
“and we packed a good many 
bundles.” 

Work was done in Mrs, An- 
derson’s spacious basement, in 
her home at the corner of Bow- 
ker Avenue and Beach Drive. 

Members of the group found 
they worked so well together 
and that it was “so much fun,” 
it was decided to continue work- 
ing together as an organized 
unit. } ij 

First knitting was done for 
the hospital in Lambeth, Lon- 
don... and that’s when they 
decided to namé’the group the 
Lambeth Circle. When the hos- 
pital was bombed and there was 
no more need for their work 
they sent the finished articles 
to the crippled children's hos- 
pital in Glasgow. 

“Finally, one day, a friend 
esked me why we didn’t look 
closer to hgme,” Mrs. Anderson 
tells you. . . “This friend said 
the Family and Children’s Serv- 
ice were desperately in need of 
an organized group to donate 
knitted articles for the many 
children in their care. 

“We investigated . . . found 
the need was great .. . and s0, 
we have been knitting for these 
liftie children ever since. 

*That was three years” ago. 
Since then, the Lambeth Circle, 
with a membership of eight to 
12 women, has ~completed 817 
knitted articles of clothing for 


‘or five years. 


Alor tive from one month to four 


They buy their own wool ... 
and to date have spent a sum of 
$476.66. 

Knitting is not the only work 
these women do. Each one’ is a 
member of either a church 
auxiliary or women’s club. They 
all have their own homes, many 
of them have grandchildren. 

“We enjoy the work,” Mrs. 


Anderson says . . 


. “Perhaps if 


you let people know that... . 
other women may get the same 
idea. So few people seem to 
realize the work that is to be 
done for those less fortunate 
than ourselves . . . even in this 
beautiful city of Victoria.”
